eighth, $10; ninth, $11; tenth, $12. Un- 
der this arrangement delinquent en- 
trvmen will now only be compelled 
to pay $1 an acre instead of $5.50, but 
the closing payments will be largely 
increased, the theory being that as the 
land is cultivated and grows in value 
it will be easier for the entrymen to 
pay the water-stock assessment. The 
payments are made small in the begin- 
ning in order to assist the famili«s 
who are trying to make homes in that 
section, at a time when crops are ua- 
certain, and as in many cases but a 
small portion of the purchase is under 
cultivation. 
The order provides also that the new 
rates shall apply in cases where prior 
entries are canceled and new entries 
made without written assignmen. of 
credits for payments made. Faure to 
comply with the notice given will ren- 
der existing homestead entries and 
water-rights applications for publi¢ 
lands or water-right applications for 
lands in private ownership subject to 
cancellation with the forfeiture of all 
rights and of all money paid. 
An entryman against whose claim 


compliance with the law may relin- 
quish his entry to the United States 
and assign in writing to a prospective 
entryman any credits he may have;

The proposed district covers the 
territory which in a general way sur- 
rounds the old Mission San Gabriel, 
and is the one section yet uncovered 
by a protection district in the foot- 
hill region. It has delayed the work 
of the County Highway Commission. 
in the completion of the El Monte- 
Pomona division of the good roads, 
inasmuch as the commission refuses 
to build a half-mile of the road 
crossed by this wash until there is 
some guarantee that it will not be 
ripped out by the first rain. 
Included in the proposed district 
are the communities of San Gabriel, 
Lamanda Park and Masonic Orphans’ 
Home, and at the hearing of the 
protests as well as of the petitioners 
yesterday, there was a large attend- 
ance of citizens from the affected ter- 
ritory. As far as numbers go, the 
protestants ‘greatly outnumbered the 
petitioners, and they presented their 
ease from the viewpoint of cost alone.

Half Million Dollars. 
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HUGE BREAKFAST 
PLANT MAY COME HERE. 


FALIZING the adyantages of 
R catitornia cities as manufactur- 

ing centers, the Shredded Wheat 
Company, whose main factory is at 
Niagara Falls, is considering the 
building of an immense branch fac- 
tory on the Pacific Coast. Three cities 
are being considered for the location 


of the plant which will turn out 
breakfast food for the Coast and 
mountain States. They are Los 


Angeles, San Francisco and Portland. 
Determined to let cold figures de- 
cide the matter, the company will 
send one of thé directors to the West 
next week. He will arrive in Los An- 
geles first and will make a thorough 
investigation of labor, raw material 
and freight costs. 

Providing conditions are favorable, 
the company will erect a large build- 
ing and install the most modern ma- 
chinery at a cost of close to $500,000. 
The raw material for the factory will 
be purchased in California and white 
labor will be employed. 

The whole project will rest on a 
gomparison of the freight rates from 


‘the main plant of the company to the |

Coast and the results of the labor and 
raw material cost investigation of the 
director.

AUTO RUNS IN ITO CAR: 
DEATH, INJURY, ARREST.

OSING control of their automo-

XPERT HARBOR 
MAN IN VIEW. 


COMMISSION WANTS TO RETAIN 
CONSULTING ENGINEER. 

Members of City Council Finance 
Committee Show Antagonism to 
Proposal, Which Is to Be Sub- 


mitted Today—Expert Suggested 
Is Eminent in His Profession.

The City Council will be asked to- 
day to approve the payment out of 
the harbor fund of $6000 to retain 
the services of E. P. Goodrich as con- 
sulting engineer for the harbor plans. 
There is likely to be friction over the 
allowance, it leaked out at the meet- 
ing of the Finance Committee of the 
Council, yesterday afternoon, where, 
after adjourment, the matter was 
spoken of. Councilmen Betkouski 
and Whiffén would not express final 
opinion on the question of approving 
the payment because the matter was 
not yet formally before the Council, 
but both shrugged their shoulders 
and Betkouski said: “We seem to 
have spent a good deal of money for 
engineering down there. Does it 
take a corps of engineers to build a 
wharf and put up sheds on it? Ott 
hand, I can’t see any need of it, but 
I want to know more about it.” 
“Will you support it?“ he was 
asked directly. 

“Not the way I look at it,” he re- 
“I don't feel like standing for 

at all.” i 

The Harbor Comniission expects to 
have the Mayor’s support, however, 
although he was too busy signing a 
batch of 1000 harbor bonds to be sent 
Bast, yesterday afternoon, to talk 
about the subject himself. 

The communication to ‘be read to 
the Council today is a long one, and 
@ives the record of Goodrich, as well 
as explaining the reasons for employ- 
ing him. The board will tell the 
Council that it is of the utmost im- 

ce that the plans for the har- 
bor development be made at once, and 
“they should be 80 complete and 
should represent the work of a har- 
bor engineer of such established rep- 
utation as to give them the utmost 
possible effect with Congress. 

“We are now confronted with the 
condition,” the board will say, that no 
member of the engineering force of 
the city of Los Angeles has ever had 
any considerable experience with har- 
bor work of any kind. It is a rec- 
thet construction 
is as much a distinct department of 
engineering as is railroad cofistruc- 
tion, aqueduct construction or elec- 
trical construction. We cannot help 
feeling that to place this important 
work of preparing plans for a harbor 
to accommodate a great commerce, 
and upon which the city proposes to 
spend millions of dollars eventually, 
and at once the $3,000,000 provided 
Dy the sale of its harbor bonds, in 
the hands of anyone other than an 
expert harbor engineer of recognized 
ability and extensive experience would 
be as great a mistake as it would have 
been to have placed the work of de- 
signing of the Los Angeles aqueduct 
in the hands of railroad engineers in 
place of hydraulic engineers of rec- 
ognized ability.” 

Goodrich is stated by the board to 
have had charge of the designing and 
construction of the celebrated Bush 
Terminal at New York. to have de- 
signed the harbor work for the Brook- 
lyn navy yard, the Newark (N. J.) 
harbor, those in the Philippines and 
others on the Great Lakes. More 
recently, with the famous harbor en- 
Sineers Barney and Stanniford, he 
has designed the harbor improve- 
ments for Portland, Or., which will 
cost almost as much as those at the 
Los Angeles harbor. Mr. Goodrich 


‘has been recommended to us,” the 


board says in its letter, “by engineers 
of eminent authority as being one of 
the ablest and most experienced har- 
bor engineers of the country.” 

In concluding its letter, the Har- 
bor Commission disclaims any inten- 


tion to reflect on the City Engineers 


department. It reiterates that the 
engineers of the department have had 
no experience in harbor work. but 
gays that the department is entirely 
competent to carry out the plans that 
Goodrich would furnish.

That a storm sewer, if bullt before 
Madison avenue, Barrow street, Mid- 
diebury street, Clinton street and 
Westmoreland avenue shall be paved, 
would save the property owners $9600 
and that temporary preparatory work 
for such a drain for the Madison ave- 
nue branch of the Arroyo de la Saca- 
telo would mean a saving of $7100, is 
the opinion given by City Engineer 
Hamlin, in a communication to the 
Board of Public Works, and forwarded 
by that body yesterday to the City 
Council.

MAY HAVE TO MOVE. 
AFTER SOME HOSPITALS. 

Private hospitals that are located 
within 200 feet of a church, school- 
house or dwelling of any kind, will 
have to move if they treat cases of 
tuberculosis, diphtheria or § scarlet 
fever. The City Council has decided 
to take this step, even if, as some of 
the opponents have said, it is a drastic 
step. Chief Deputy City ,Atorney | 
Robertson has drafted a new ordi- 
nance on the subject at the direction 
of the Council and it will be submitted 
at the session of that body this morn- 
ing 

Under the present law it is unlaw- 
ful to have such a hospital within 100 
feet of any church, dwelling or school- | 
house, but it has been represented to 
the Council that this is too tlose—that 
200 feet should be the limit. Hence 
the new plan. Members of the Coun- 
cil intimated yesterday that it would 
probably be adapted. 

The law prohibits the maintenance 
of any such hospital and this is the in- 
tention of the Council.

UTS O. K. ON 
GARBAGE LAW. 


IT IS CONSTITUTIONAL, SAYS su- 

PERIOR JUDGE. 

Judgment of Police Court Is Af- 
firmed and Man Is Found Guilty 
of Having Violated Law—Charge 
Made for Burning Rubbish at In- 
cinerator Attacked. 


By affirming the judgment of the 
Police Court, in which D. Fry was 
convicted of having violated the rub- 
'bish egdinance, Judge Cabaniss yes- 
| terday upheld the constitutionality of 
the ordinance and concurred in the 
opinion of the Supreme Court, which 
had practically allowed cities of this 
class to create a monopoly of the 


The appeal from the Police Court 
in Fry's case was to test the or- 
dinance adopted August 9%, 1910, 
under which city leased the in- 
cinerator to a private individual and 
attempted to fix the charge which 
should ‘be collected from persons 
who haul refuse there to be de- 
stroyed. 

Attorneys Barclay and Stewart, rep- 
resenting Fry, held that the city did 
not fix the charges, but that the 
Board of Public Works did attempt 
to do so in the specifications under 
the contract. The power to fix these 
charges, it was held, lay with the 
City Council, and the lessee of the 
incinerator, under the circumstances, 
made the charges to sult himself and 
thus in a measure created a monopoly 
in the hands of a private individual. 

Fry was arrested on a charge of 
hauling rubbish through the streets 
and delivering it to the De Turk 
dump instead of at the incinerator. He 
demurred to the complaint on the 
grounds that the court had no juris- 
diction; that the act did not con- 
stitute a public offense and that the 
complaint did not conform to the pro- 
visions of Section 952 of the Penal 
Code. 

The demurrer was overruled and 
a hearing was held October 31 last. 
Fry was found guilty and sentence 
was to have been pronounced the fol- 
lowing day. A motion for a new 
trial was made on the grounds that 
the ordinance is unconstitutional and 
void, contrary to Article 1, section 13 
of the State Constitution. confisca~ 
tory, and that the evidence showed 
the incinerator is operated by a pri- 
vate party. 

The next step in the fight will be 
to surrender Fry and sue out a writ 
of habeas corpus with the view of 
taking the case to the District Court 
of Appeals. 


UNIQUE PROCEEDING. 
APPOINTS UNIVERSITY TRUSTEE. 

Willis C. Sharon was appointed a 
trustee of the University of Chatta- 
nooga yesterday by Judge Craig, who 
is acting as presiding judge, in prob- 
ably the first proceeding under the 
code in a decade.

TROUBLE HERTS 
BY BIRTHRIGHT? 


Pre-natal Events M ay Have 
Had Their Influence. 


Viola Carver's Baby 
Was Strenuous. 


| Mother's Fright Is Cause of 
Nervous Temperament, 


Murderous attempts on the life of 
Viola Carver’s mother, prior to her 
child’s birth, are believed to have 
been the indirect cause of the death 
of J. Edwin Edge, the young realty 
broker, whom the girl shot and killed 
last week. 

A jealous relative, later alleged 
have been found insane, who fell in 
love with Viola's father, soon after 
his marriage to her mother, made at- 
tempts on the life of the young wife, 
according to dispatches from Tacoma 
last night, where friends of the Car- 


history. 

The elder Carvers were married at 
Winnepeg, Can., and removed to the 
new home prepared by the groom at 
St. Cloud, Minn. According to t 
story, a year later the bride return 
to her girlhood home with a troubled 
look in her eyes that those familiar 
with the congeniality of the couple 
could not understand. 

Soon after her return came stories 
from St. Cloud of a young woman rel- 
ative of Carver, who, alleged to have 
been wrought up to a pitch of in- 
sanity by an infatuation for him, had 
twice attempted the life of the bride 
and that the latter, broken down by 
worry, had been sent home to Winne- 
peg to regain her health and spirits. 

ATTEMPTS HER LIFE. 

After a time Mrs. Carver returned 
to St. Cloud and Viola was born. 
The woman in Tacoma who told the 
story says that the birth of the child 
was the signal for another furious 
outburst of jealousy on the part of 
the crazed relative who broke into 
the room where the mother and child 
lay, and made another attempt on 
the life of Mrs. Carver. She was 
restrained by attendants, but the 
fright brought on serious complica- 
tions for the young mother which al- 
most accomplished the woman's de- 


sign. 

Dispatches from St. Cloud last night, 
though not mentioning this bit of 
secret family history, seem to corro- 
borate the Tacoma story, for they tell 
of a serious iliness, which Viola went 
through, and from which she was 
barely saved, when she was a baby 
the cause of which is veiled. Inten- 
sified nervousness had always been a 
prominent characteristic of her make- 
up, due, it is believed, to her ftliness 
which was superinduced, close friends 
say, by the pre-natal troubles of her 
mother. | 
BECAME HOMBSICK. 


The girl showed peculiarities of 
disposition when she went to Mac- 
Allester College, after graduation 
from a St. Cloud schoo! and a course 
in music, and had to return home 
because of ill-health and homesick- 
ness. Then she entered into a more 
thorough study of music and took | 
part in numerous recitals. 

Miss Carver lived in St. Cloud un- 
til she was 20 years old and her 
friends there, says the dispatch, «re 
standing by her in her trouble. Her 
father was for fifteen years deputy 
County Auditor and is also a musi- 
cian. 

Friends at St. Cloud have it sized up 
that despondency, homesickness and 
unrequited sentiments caused her to 
decide on suicide, and that she went 
to Edge's office to kill herself, but on 
the spur of the moment turned the 
pistol against him first, in her jealousy

killing last night of Patrolman 
Thomas. Borden, by a burglar whom 
he caught in his house, has stirred the 
city and every effort is being made to 
follow possible clues. The entire 
police force has been constantly on 
duty and spurred by the memory of 
their dead comrade, stop not for rest 
or food.

A dozen or more suspects have been 
rounded up and two of these ure still 
held. One of them is William Davies, 
an eighteen-year-old boy of unsavory 
reputation, and who is still a ward 
of the Juvenile Court. Young 
Davies lives on Stanwood avenue and 
the murderer was tracked this morn- 
ing in that direction. The remark xd- 
Aressed by Borden to the burglar, as 
he confronted him last night, “what 
are you doing here,” indicated that 
he may have recogniged him, and act- 
ing on Mrs. Borden's description and 
declaration that the glimpse she had 
of the burglar through.the glass door, 
convinced her that it was young 
Davies, led to his arrest this morn- 
ing. 

The police refuse to admit that 
she further idéntified him, except to 
state that he resembled the murderer, 
but her son says that she did identify 
him, saying when confronted with 
him, “that is the man.” The fact that 
Mrs. Borden is unstrung and Leing 
given sedatives lead the police to be 
cautious regarding to Davies, who 
claims that he can establish an alibi 

Another suspect named Monahan, 
who answers in part the description 
given by Rowett, the neighbor who 
was shot in the foot as he pursued the 
flying man, was arrested today, but 
he seems to be a harmless sort of a 
loafer, who has been hanging about 
for years. 

Both men will be held, however, 
pending a thorough investigation of 
their stories.
